control. helped create political 
climate here that has made the council see 
that rent control remains the number-one 
issue,” said Neil Rohr, tenant from 
Cambridgeport.

Traditionally, Cambridge has 
been home for both students and blue- 
groups people largely unaware each 
other.

And, similarly, 
there are working families Cam- 
bridgeport and elderly couples living near 
Central Square who rarely, ever, ven- 
ture out the bucolic grounds around 
Fresh Pond, North Cambridge. 

1971, however, tenants dis- 
tinctly different backgrounds from all 
over Cambridge realized they had some- 
thing common. The city’s rent-control 
ordinance was less than year old, but 
the city council voted overturn it, en- 
suring that the city elections that year 
would referendum tenants’ rights.

The city also locus for 
leftist political activity, stomping 
ground for plethora left-of-center 
political organizations. sum, the city 
has long been fertile ground for political 
organizers. Over the last decade, tenants’ 
groups, including the Alliance for Cam- 
bridge Tenants and the Cambridge Ten- 
ants’ Organization, have made sure that 
Cambridge remains one only three 
cities Massachusetts with rent control 
(the others are Brookline and Boston, and 
the latter slowly ending the practice

Because Prop Cambridge will 


have cut its tax revenues more than 
$40 million, one-half its current total 
tax revenues, over the next three years. 
This year, the budget will have cut 
$14.7 million. make the cuts, City 
Manager James Sullivan has ordered 
all city departments reduce their 
operating budgets percent. But 
the case the rent-control department, 
Sullivan has proposed users’ fee $24 
per year for each rent-controlled unit, 
which would generate about $480,000 
fully $100,000 more than the depart- 
current budget. The fee would 
collected from landlords, who would then 
rent increase tenants. 

Although the fee may seem relatively 
small, and although the city now spends 
only one-quarter one percent its 
budget rent control, the proposal has 
sparked controversy that has put tenants 
and landlords arguing the same side 
issue for the first time years. Ten- 
ants believe they should not made 
finance rent control because benefits 
the city whole. And landlords don’t 
want pay the fee up-front and then 
have collect it.

pictures the candidate, his family, their 
house and their dogs, 
his fellow residents about the trauma 
and agony running for our public 
trust, plus whole list facts and figures 
relating the candidate’s life, job, educa- 
tion, and private affairs. 

Much the information offered 
these things totally irrevelant the job 
the candidate seeking, selectman, 
assessor cemetery commissioner. The 
names and ages one’s children are un- 
doubtedly facts that opponent dare 
refute, but their relevance the job 
tree warden somewhat muddy. And 
one, the age 31, more less qualified 
than 47-year-old opponent who has 
lived only years the same town?

higher education. have face

face choice between trash pickup 
and you being able send your children 
college, again without trash 
pickup. 

What can done now? the future, 
the tax-limitation movement should 
focus cutting specific programs and 
not changing tax rates unless the issue 
tax structure that leaves total 
revenue unaffected. Even one can only 
recommend cut program serv- 
ice, this will probably effective. 
now see light Proposition gov- 
ernment reluctant overturn refer- 
endum decision even when the mandate 
extremely unclear. mandate for cut 
specific program will leave far less 
doubt the meaning the referen- 
dum. recommendation that clear and 
specific can just effective as, not 
more effective than, legal enactments like 
Proposition 2%. However, the major rea- 
son for stating referendums terms 
specific programs cut make 
clear what stake. Only when you 
know what you are giving can you 
make rational decision. 

But what can done right now? 
Governor King and state lawmakers 
should make concerted effort find 
additional money for the cities and towns. 
local-repeal option should per- 
mitted. can see reason why cities and 
towns that voted against should suf- 
fer. grounds democracy, they 
should permitted make their own 
ought discussed. have discov- 
ered that means not greater effi- 
ciency, but actual services and programs.

ARMS AND THE MAN 


small company Burlington has begun market 
product that for nearly existed only science 
fiction: the robot. With this fantasy-come-true just 
few miles Route 128, seemed imperative make 
the acquaintance the wire-and-metal beings whose 
wisdom will, undoubtedly, shape the future 
mankind. 


Automatix Inc., one about dozen robot 
companies the nation and the only such company 
Massachusetts, occupies unpretentious two-story 
brick building the Middlesex Turnpike. Amazingly, 
mechanical arms grab visitors’ coats and hats they 
enter, automated coffee machine serves 
unsolicited cup, metallic voice bids welcome 
British accent. Aside from few photos and diagrams, 
the closest thing high tech visible from the reception 
area the five-foot-long slide rule the wall outside 
the office the company’s president, Philippe Villers. 


Villers 45-year-old Concord resident with gray, 
receding hair and close-cropped mustache that 
ornaments ever-present smile. the smile 
polished executive who knows combine warmth and 
friendliness with his impeccable politesse. also the 
smile man whose future secure: Automatix 
expects triple its sales annually for the next four 
years, over $450,000. 


Villers happy oblige the dozens requests for 
tours from the eager and often ignorant newspeople 
who come with vague hopes close encounter with 


R2D2. shows them white plastic disk rotating 
beneath camera that measures the dimensions tiny 
rectangular objects and detects the minutest defect. 
They gaze parrot-green mechanical arm that lifts 
metal rod and inserts into hole. They peer through 
dark welders’ masks birdlike contrivance dips its 
wire beak into shower sparks unite two hunks 
metal. They struggle feel impressed. 

True, those automated appendages are powered 
decades scientific genius and technological know- 
how. Robots will spare legions workers from danger 
and monotony (and from jobs, too, some fear). The 
automatic inspection can check 360 widgets 
per minute. The welding robot can perform 
seconds task that would take person five minutes. 

But these devices are decidedly lacking in, well, 
charm and savoir-vivre. mean, they don’t shake your 
hand. They don’t make small talk. They don’t even 
bleep flicker. And they don’t show the slightest 
potential dishwashers, babysitters, butlers. 

Villers compensates for such dreamers’ 
disappointment with lucid and engaging discourse, 
one-liners that could become the 
aphorisms: 

are extremely useful where humans best not 
... hot, heavy, hazardous, boring 

This industry the quality life 
replacing with robots those jobs which people are 
working robots.” 

competitive the first prerequisite having 


jobs. have choice between Toyota every 
driveway robot every factory.” 

Villers, co-founder Computervision, describes 
how quit that company’s senior vice-president, 
rounded five other seasoned corporate managers 
and three leading robotics experts, and raised million 
launch his company January, 1980. counts 
among his investors Harvard, MIT, Memorial Drive 
Trust (owners Arthur Little), and G.S. 
Grumman, and among his customers Westinghouse 
and General Electric. 

Villers says Automatix the only firm knows 
that provides complete offering 
not just the armlike mechanism, but the computer and 
computer program well. also says unique 
the way combines Japanese and American 
technology; many parts are imported manufactured 
under license from Japanese companies. 

What about the household robot, that long-dreamed- 
helper who, tireless and ever patient, will take out 
the garbage, feed the cat, and fold the laundry? 
robots are good household Villers 
says. All Automatix robots are destined for the 
assembly line and other industrial uses, and Villers sees 
different future for them. There are too many 
variables the home environment, and nothing 
prevent robot from vacuuming precious coin 
collection tossing the salad motorcycle helmet.

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The road Machu Picchu 


Explorers and archaeologists sought 
for years. Pablo Neruda wrote epic 
poem about it. For most travelers, Machu 
Picchu Peru. And like the Grand Can- 
yon, the Pyramids, the Great Wall 
China, probably defies description. 
What can you, the tourist taking refuge 
from the rain under some Inca doorway, 
camera dangling from your shoulder, 
train ticket your pocket, say about the 
lost city the Incas? One thing you can 
say that, the advertising slogan goes, 
getting there half the fun. And not 
easy either. The Incas made sure that. 

First you have get Cuzco, the 
former Inca capital and now tile-roofed 
tourist town Spanish balconies, Inca 
walls, Indian beggars, and thousand 
market stalls all selling the same alpaca 
socks and sweaters. It’s also town 
great charm, and you can fly there from 
Lima less than hour (assuming it’s 
not the rainy season, November 
March, when the planes sometimes don’t 
fly for days). you can train and 
bus, journey that takes couple days 
(especially the rainy season, when the 
roads sometimes get washed out closed 
landslides).

When your plane 
lands, you have the disquieting feeling 
that you are going up, not down. You 
need spend least day Cuzco 
get used the thin air, and you have 
company since the city’s wide plazas and 
white-washed alleyways are full other 
huffing and puffing alpaca-clad tourists. 
The best way cope with all this breath- 
lessness sit your hotel room and 
drink tea made from coca leaves (the 


source cocaine). All the Andean. 


Indians drink the stuff; gives you 
slight lift and helps settle your stomach, 
too, which may also prove necessary. 
you are convinced that Interpol about 
break down your hotel door (mate 
coca, they call it, perfectly legal 
Peru), you can suck Coramina Glu- 
cosa, glucose pills that are sold any 
drugstore. few these, however, can 
leave such sickening taste your 
mouth that you might prefer back 
huffing and puffing. 

Machu Picchu’s altitude 3000 feet 
less than that Cuzco. also about 
miles away, through spectacular and 
well-nigh impassable dean mountains 
and valleys. The location obscure for 
good reason: once Cuzco fell, was from 
Machu Picchu that the Incas waged guer- 
rilla war against the Spaniards. fact, 
the place obscure that lay hidden 
mountain and jungle for more than 
300 years, until Hiram Bingham, 
American, discovered it, 1911.

Today, there are two ways getting 


Machu Picchu: local train and 
tourist train (you can’t fly). The local 
train leaves very, very early the morn- 
ing (and again mid-afternoon) and 
crowded with Indians hawking onions, 
potatoes, and, course, Chiclets. The 
tourist train leaves somewhat more 
respectable hour, neat and tidy, stops 
absolutely nowhere, and doesn’t allow 
any natives board. 

Once there, there are two types 
accommodations choose from: the 
elegant Tourist Hotel, the top the 
mountain ($50 night), and the less ele- 
gant ones Aguas Calientes, the 
unappealing town the base the 
mountain ($1.25 night). Since didn’t 
arrive until p.m., the only room 
had was that unappealing town the 
base the mountain, and had 
share that with other people (bunk 
beds, shower). The German woman 
the next bunk provided with flea pow- 
der, gratis. a.m. alarm went off, 
and everyone left walk down the rail- 
road tracks and the mountain 
Machu Picchu. 


that hour, the buses which bring the 
tourists from the station started 
their runs, the mountainsides are lush 
and silent, and the weather made 
its mind whether rain just remain 
cloudy. And there sign whatsoever 
Machu Picchu. After walk 
uphill the clouds lift, and there is: the 
mountain peaks close you can almost 
touch them, the streets and terraces the 
lost stone city unrolling before your eyes,

even few llamas for that authentic An- 
dean flavor. Your breath catches your 
throat, and it’s not just the altitude. Even 
the most jaded tourist cannot help mar- 
veling. 

Then just suddenly the clouds 
move again, and the panorama disap- 
pears, leaving only small portion sky 
and stone visible. Soon that area clouds 
over another piece landscape 
opens up. And continues: the shift- 
ing clouds, the patches sky and life- 
less city and mountain peak, with the 
same view never visible for more than 
few minutes. dramatic and myster- 
ious, and little frustrating, too you 
want that picture-postcard view 
return, and never does. And 
rain, endless rain. You give up; you 
back the expensive Tourist Hotel and 
drink coffee and try take all in. 


Paradise found 

When you disembark from the rickety 
motorboat and climb the path the stone 
arch that the the island 
it’s little like arriving some 
fairy-tale kingdom. One the islanders, 
dressed like some medieval gatekeeper 
colorfully embroidered hat and cummer- 
bund, rough-cotton vest, and baggy 
pants, takes down your name and pass- 
port number. You pay him 250 soles 
night (about cents), and assigns you 
room one the homes the 1800 
Indians who live the island. Then 
assistant, also attired native garb, takes 
you over fields and stone walls your 
reed bed and points your way the vil- 
lage, which cluster mud-and-stone 
huts, church, and few restaurants. 

Three hours boat from the port 
Puno ($2 each way), Taquili lies the 
middle Titicaca, the vast lake (with the 
vaguely obscene name) that straddles the 
border between Peru and Bolivia. Taquili 
like Greek island, all green and brown 
and terraced, treeless and rocky, smell- 
ing mint, wild flowers, and cow 
manure. has electricity, running 
water, paved roads, cars, and 
policeman. word, it’s paradise. And 
while unknown most North Ameri- 
cans, has become*what Mediterranean 
islands like Mykonos, Majorca, and Ibiza 
were before they were 
incredibly inexpensive, ravishingly beau- 
tiful refuge from the 20th century. 

befits authentic paradise, there 
virtually nothing Taquili. Except 
congratulate yourself that you are one 
the fortunate few who has made 
there, course. The lake blue and calm 
and stretches all directions (with the 
snow-capped Andes for background), 


but there are beaches. Even 


summer, the water little too cold 
swim in, though some give try. 


Still, you can hike search Inca ruins 
(the guidebooks assure you these exist 
somewhere), play soccer with the locals 
the schoolyard, and hang out the res- 
taurants drinking strange-tasting herbal 
teas and eating omelettes and fried fish (it 
simply impossible spend more than 
away from the local handicrafts 
matter how many omelettes you eat and 
Coca-Colas you put away). 

you can survive without such ameni- 
ties toilet shower, the problems 
visit Taquili are minor. The most tax- 
ing one that it’s easy get lost. There 
are street signs and not even any 
streets speak of, just dirt paths 
bounded identical-looking stone walls, 
finding your assigned reed bed after 
dark can tricky. One group Argen- 
tinians met had slept the town 
square the night before, having given 
trying find their way home. The other 
problem the famous Taquili sunburn. 
Because the altitude and the reflec- 
tiveness the lake, it’s virtually impos- 
sible escape from Taquili unscathed 
the sun. But it’s badge honor. Days 
later, when was sitting restaurant 
(fortunately) rainy Paz, stranger 
came me, looked ravaged 
face, and concluded, 

English your only language, you 
are disadvantage. Taquili crowded 
with French and German hippies and 
Argentinian and Brazilian students, many 
whom speak only their native lan- 
guages. Even Spanish you much 
good with the locals: they speak 
Quechua, the language the ancient 
Incas, and you beyond simple 
buenos dias, you are apt get blank 
but friendly stare. 

The Taquilians are proud people, and 
though poor they have not been reduced 
the penury and beggary many 
Andean Indians. They have been quick 
realize that tourism even the under- 
$5-a-day variety can boon. each 
male islander required help crew that 
rickety, wooden boat into Puno and back 
couple times month. And oddly 
enough macho South America, Taquili 
bastion men’s liberation. The 
island males spend their days walking 
around with balls yarn dangling from 
their cummerbunds knitting 
woolen hats sell the tourists they 
chat with their friends. 

Trouble paradise? The Peruvian 
government has apparently not yet come 


with any schemes build airport 


luxury hotel Taquili. The island 
too cold most the year and just too far out 
the way for any but the most dedicated 
seekers peace and tranquillity. 
paradise has its drawbacks, they are those 
the 15th, not the 20th, century the 


perils living close proximity the 
elements. one the nights spent 
Taquili storm rose, and our host, Senor 
Apollinario, sent his son into town 
guide home. walked along, try- 
ing protect our from the wind, 
could hear the plaintive wailing the 
islanders coming from all directions; they 
were afraid the storm would ruin their 
crops, and they were crying out God 
(or the gods) spare their corn and pota- 
toes. was rare glimpse into another 
world. And the islanders may have 
known just what they were doing after all 
the storm did little damage. 


Lima 

“Everyone know who has gone 
Peru has gotten ripped someone told 
before left the states. Lima, they 
tell you you'll get robbed Cuzco; the 
citizens Cuzco, Lima sin city. But 
wherever you are, even the poshest 
neighborhoods, you can’t escape the 
poverty Peru. 

the middle the shabby and dilapidated 
downtown. many North American 
cities, the rich and the middle classes have 
gone elsewhere (in this case, the sea- 
side suburbs), leaving the squares and 
statues the city center dirt and 
decline, the shoeshine boys and the 
Chiclet sellers. Since 1940, the popula- 
tion Lima has increased from 500,000 
four million, the campesinos have 
poured into the capital seeking better 
life. Even the Plaza San Martin, with 
its banks and airline offices, you are 
hard-pressed spot anyone with jacket 
and tie. Lima city the poor, 
sprawled out the streets hawking their 
wares, huddled doorways under graf- 
fiti like and “Long 
Live the Thought Mao Tse-Tung.” 
the tourists, they sell carved, colored 
gourds and mounted tarantulas; one 


another, they sell the cheapest Ameri- 


can-made plastic shoes and polyester 
pants. 

Still, when friend went off the 
cinema see Flash Gordon (the summer 
movie hit town), didn’t hesitate 
wander deep into one the city’s poor- 
est neighborhoods search $1.50 
fish dinner another tourist had recom- 
mended. When someone pushed big 
wooden crate against me, figured that 
was accident, that whoever did the 
pushing didn’t know was walking along 
the sidewalk. sustained bloody wrist 
and got friendly drugstore put some 
alcohol and bandage the wound. 
was only much later that wondered 
whether someone had been trying 
knock down.

The State 
Department, which had strongly sup- 
ported the previous, democratic govern- 
ment Paz, informed that Bolivia 
was its list countries citizens 
should avoid unless ‘‘absolutely

and then were hustled out the country. 

Still, while was traveling Peru next 
door, the subject Bolivia usually came 
only reference the price 
Bolivian alpaca sweaters. did hear about 
the p.m. curfew (toque queda) 
effect throughout the country.

The next morning, when opened 
the closet door, discovered couple 
suits hanging up, plus three four 
recently ironed shirts, even pair 
shoes. The night-table drawer was 
stuffed with pills, face creams, and after- 
shave. Obviously someone had left 
hurry. Was some distant cousin who 
lived there the sufferance the 
management and who had been obliged 
vacate when the hotel needed the 
room? was there more sinister ex- 
planation? Had the occupant been hauled 
off pre-curfew police sweep? 
never found out. promised, were 
moved upstairs cheaper quarters. 
Later, read Peruvian newspaper that

that the missing man was one them, 
but had imbibed enough paranoia the 
time arrived Paz that there were 
moments when almost believed it. 

first acquaintance, this city 
660,000 interesting and congenial 
one. The city center, where the business 
and where the middle- and 
upper-class blancos live, occupies the 
floor bowl-shaped valley; one side 
looms mountain peak covered snow 
even summer, while the other three 
sides the city extends 1000 feet the 
hills that lead the altiplano. This 
where the Indians live, and their painted 
mud houses red and orange give 
flashes color the otherwise bare, 
gray-brown hills. Despite one grand and 
modern boulevard, downtown Paz 
mostly steep, narrow shopping streets, all 
stone and cement. neat, clean, packed 
together; with few cars and lots micro- 
buses, it’s perfect city for the pedestrian. 
their dark overcoats and conservative 
suits and dresses, the middle-class 
Pacenos (as the inhabitants Paz are 
called) are dignified folk, and their city 
has old-world charm that seems rare 
among the chaos Latin America. 
author and train-rider Paul Theroux, all 
seemed like Eastern Europe. this 
reporter, Paz had touch San 
Francisco (all those hills and magnificent 
views), but the main impression was that 
Madrid Barcelona years ago. 

But was Spain, was Spain under 
Franco, for clearly something was wrong 
Paz. don’t know what the city was 
like before coup and curfew, but now 
seemed eerie and empty, even day. 
With the exception the lively and 
colorful Indian quarter, appeared that 
most people were doing their best keep 
out sight. 

This impression may have derived 
partly from the hours the Pacenos keep. 
Shops, for instance, didn’t open until 
a.m., and they closed just after noon. 
They appeared re-open somewhere 
around and they shut down after 
The only time the downtown streets had 
any life them was around p.m., 
which what passes for rush hour 
Paz. (The extended siesta makes little 
sense given the climate the Bolivian 
capital. the summer day arrived 
Paz there was slush the streets, and 
was chilly and rainy almost the whole 
time was there.) 

Actually, these hours would have been 
quite Latin except that after p.m. the 
city turned into virtual ghost town. 
That was with curfew still three hours 
distant. (If you violate the toque 
queda, you have spend night jail, 
plus pay fine 200 pesos about 
which large sum the poorest 
country South America.) the Plaza 
Murillo, the colonial square that forms 
the hub the downtown area, virtually 
the only people found out after nine 
were few hardy tourists and couple 
daring teenage roller skaters. 

Apart from roller skaters, there are few 
young people seen the streets 
the Bolivian capital these days; this seems 
odd, since the government has shut down 
the universities, claiming them hot- 
beds communist subversion. But the 
young people, assuming they 
the army jail, must have been 
indoors. There were discos, student 
hangouts, not even those noisy record 
stores where young Peruvians spend their 
late afternoons, hoping catch cut 
from one their favorite albums. The 
only night life could find was over- 
priced club for tourists and the very 
wealthy. 

One very good reason that Paz 
exactly overflowing with civilian street 
life that there are soldiers everywhere. 
During five-block stroll drink 
morning coffee counted soldiers, 
many them toting machine guns. was 
frisked when went into bank 
change money; even the national 
museum seemed have man 
uniform lurking behind every 17th- 
century painting. curfew approached, 
army jeeps raced around street corners, 
and late one evening, the fancy street 
that boasts museums, tourist souvenir 
shops, and nightclub, stumbled 
upon entire platoon soldiers march- 
ing breakneck speed. 

And the curfew might have seemed 
afford Pacenos time for reading, they 
didn’t have much read. The news- 
stands were full comic books and 
Spanish-language versions 
Cosmopolitan.

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Why mediation doesn’t work even better

hen Beverly Miles (not her real 
name) returned from five- 
month trip California, her 


apartment was bare. All her furniture, 
clothes, and dishes were gone, and she 
suspects that five her best friends, in- 
cluding her sister, were involved.

Since taken over the district court, 
the mediation unit was founded 1975 
non-profit agency, the Justice Re- 
source Institute, with grant from the 
Law Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration (LEAA). Part the larger 
Court Program,” was the first media- 
tion project Massachusetts, and one 
several that had been springing inde- 
pendently across the since 1969. 

movement spawned dissatisfac- 
tion with court performance, mediation 
offered justice without law, kind 
people’s court. Paradoxically, grad- 
ually picked support from the most 
establishment quarters, including the 
American Bar Association, the Confer- 
ence Chief Justices, and the Con- 
gress. 

Given vigorous promotion the 
LEAA, dispute-resolution centers have 
surged number 140 nationwide. 
Massachusetts, programs were set 
during the late Framingham, 
Lynn, Salem, and Taunton. About the 
same time, study commissioned 
Chief Justice Samuel Zoll the State 
District Court Division recommended 
that experimental mediation programs 
established within the district-court sys- 
tem. 


According some observers, media- 


tion has already hit its peak this be-. 


cause the crackdown government 
spending. Last year’s federal legislation 
authorizing $45 million set dis- 
pute-resolution programs was never 
funded. part the dismantling the 
beleaguered LEAA, all funds for local 
mediation programs were chopped from 
its budget; consequently, two-year-old 
mediation program the Taunton Dis- 
trict Court closing its doors this month, 
and the one Framingham scrambling 
for private funds stay alive. 

Nevertheless; mediation alive, 
struggling, the Boston area. the last 
year alone, the following programs have 
sprung up, some with private funds: 

The Cambridge Dispute Settlement 
Center, opened Central Square last 
July private non-profit group, Cam- 
bridge Community Services. Funded 
part larger crime-prevention pro- 
gram with LEAA grant, the center acts 
kind walk-in clinic for settling 
rieighborhood problems. The volunteer 
mediators are Cambridge residents, age 
62, who have taken 30-hour train- 
ing course. 

Unlike the Dorchester program, the 
Cambridge center completely indepen- 
dent the local court, though does get 
referrals from the clerk and the judges. 
congested area like Cambridge, ex- 
plains community-services director 
Phyllis Simpkins, the police get lot 
calls about blaring stereos, all-night 
parties, and neighborhood spats over 
dogs and children that don’t belong 
court all. The center hopes hear 
some these squabbles before they turn 
into fisticuffs wind the court 
docket. 

Staff members are trying publicize 
the program leafleting laundromats 
and libraries, and meeting with com- 
munity groups and social-service repre- 
sentatives. the next step, the group 
plans sign one-year contract with the 
Cambridge Housing Authority mediate 
disputes public-housing projects. 

mediation service the Boston 
Municipal Court jointly sponsored 
the Massachusetts Bar Association and 
the Crime and Justice Foundation, non- 
profit agency. The Bar Association, ex- 
plains Robert McGinness, chairman 
one its task forces, was seeking 
answer three common_ complaints 
about the court system: inaccessibility, 
built-in delays, and the high cost attor- 
fees. determine whether media- 
tion can eliminate some these prob- 
lems, $50,000 was contributed the 
Massachusetts Bar Foundation and other 
private sources launch two-year trial 
run for both civil and criminal cases. 

this program, the mediators are law- 
yers; attorneys signed immedi- 
ately for the chance work for free. 

The Domestic Mediation Planning 
service was launched last April the 
Middlesex Probate Court help divorc- 
ing couples work out their own child-cus- 
tody and property-settlement agree- 
ments. 

mediation project UMass/Am- 
herst heard its first complaint early 


February. The organizers hope one day 
serve the whole community, but they ex- 
pect start with cases involving room- 
mate disputes, sexual and racial harass- 
ment, and other conflicts that crop 
dormitories. 

small-claims mediation program 
will open this month the Quincy Dis- 
trict Court, with Harvard Law School 
students mediators.

What these diverse programs have 
common? Most serve people who will 
have see one another after their day 
court. All work the theory that the 
resolution will probably more lasting 
and easier for the individuals live with 
hammered out the disputing 
parties themselves, rather than 
judge. 

Sephus Osborn, who for five years has 
volunteered mediator the Dor- 
chester program, gives the following 
example how mediation works. 

black Dorchester woman filed 
complaint court against her white 
neighbors for repeatedly blocking her 
driveway. The clerk, believing that there 
was more than that the dispute, sug- 
gested she try mediation instead. She and 
her neighbors agreed, with the under- 
standing that the case could still back 
court. (Judges, probation officers, and 
occasionally district attorneys police 
also may refer cases mediation.) 

The two parties sat down, private, 
with two First, they vented 
their frustrations (once, said Osborn, 
had separate two men prevent fist- 
fight). this case, the two sides recited 
history several years blocked drive- 
ways, snow dumped each lawn, 
and bitter arguments over the fence. 

Next, each side met separately with the 
mediators. one mediator took notes, 
the parties outlined what points they 
desired the resolution, and what points 
they were willing concede. this pri- 
vate session, the black woman men- 
tioned that she had always resented her 
neighbors because they had made fun 
her when she first moved in. She had 
been working the yard, she said, when 
she heard one the teenagers make 
nasty remark. 

When the mediators met with the other 
family, they learned that the teenager had 
been yelling his brother and not the 
neighbor.

and discographies; study and 
discography New Orleans rock; letters 
correcting earlier discographies. And, lest 
forget, 100 pages, ridiculously tiny 
type, called “The Record 
Marketplace,” which more than 50,000 
records are offered through the mail 
collectors. That’s 600,000 the course 
year. Collecting records, like collecting 
anything else, obsession nobody 
but the possessed could read these lists 
every month. 

Even Business Week has gotten into 
the act. The magazine had this say 
its November 24, 1980, 
column: the phono- 
graph-record business has been the 
doldrums for the past two years, some 
manufacturers and retailers have slashed

After Gwen figured out how make 
challah the food processor, she went 
Jewish bakery and watched the people 
braid loaves one Friday morning until she 
learned how duplicate the high braids 
the bakery made. you know how 
braid dough, this good mixture for 
that; otherwise, follow these simpler 
directions for shaping the bread. 

tablespoons warm water; 

Heaping cup sugar; 

envelope dried yeast cake 
compressed yeast; 

tablespoons oil; 

teaspoons salt; 

eggs; 

tablespoons cold water; 
1/3 cup boiling 

cups all-purpose flour; 

tablespoon sesame seeds (to finish). 

Combine the warm water and one tea- 
spoon only the sugar bowl. 
Sprinkle crumble the yeast over the 
mixture and leave for minutes. 

Put the remaining sugar, oil, and salt 
into the yeast mixture and set aside. 

Break one the eggs with fork 
and pour out half (save this for 
glazing the bread just before baking).

Brush the 
challah with the reserved beaten egg, 
sprinkle with sesame seeds, and bake 
for minutes, until the bottom 
sounds hollow when tapped with the 
knuckles. 

Turn the bread out onto wire rack 
and leave cool before slicing.

Bakewell tart old English dessert 
that can made with ground almonds 
breadcrumbs. This almond version fol- 
lows the standard recipe calling for 
raspberry jam spread the crust 
before you add the filling. 
For the pastry: 

cup all-purpose flour; 

Pinch salt; 

cup unsalted butter; 

egg yolk; 

About tablespoons ice water. 

For the filling: 

heaping tablespoons raspberry jam; 

cup unsalted butter, room tem- 
perature; 

cup sugar; 

egg; 

teaspoon vanilla extract; 

cup all-purpose flour; 

teaspoon baking powder; 

cup ground almonds; 

tablespoon milk cream. 

Sift the flour and salt onto board and 
make well the center. Separately, 
pound the butter with your fist until 
pliable but not too soft; use pastry 
scraper spatula lift off the board 
between poundings. 

Add the butter and egg yolk the well 
and work them with your fingertips until 
they are incorporated. Add the ice water 
and mix with the butter well you 
can. 

Work the flour into the butter and 
water until forms dry dough, then 
push the dough away from you with the 
heel your hand several times until 
smooth. 

Wrap the dough plastic and chill 
for minutes.

tor the adding machine, grandfather 
the apocalypse, the arch-fiend 
American fiction, has much 
desperate about. has worked 
private eye, exterminator, and 
soldier, each time dealing the 
technology easy death. spent 
years heroin addict, his affliction 
advanced that turned his skin pale 
white wax. killed his wife while 
attempting, William Tell-like, shoot 
gin off her head. The wonder 
that classified with the Beats, for

merchant nightmares, the Marquis 
Sade with sense humor, Jonathan 
Swift toking hashish pipe. Cities 
the Red Night (Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, 332 pp., $14.95), his latest 
work and magnum opus, years the 
writing, the successful culmination 
his mordantly funny, dreadfully sad 
chronicles corruption. 

the purest opium attained 
consciousness and set out write 
novel, Cities the Red Night might well 
result. Drugs permeate the book; 
everyone shooting smack smoking 
kif downing uppers. The hallucinatory 
wonderland that unfurls the natural 
turf junkies, madmen, and novelists 
earlier books. Once again, 
the pressure these lawless phenomena 
warps the lawful order the novel, 
producing dozen more intertwining 
‘and often impenetrable plots. 
Provisionally deciphered, the book seems 
about devastating plague from 
outer space, spawned from meteor 
black hole, that lodges the ruins an- 
metropolises buried beneath the 
sands the Gobi Desert. Somehow the 
plague escapes and spreads over the 

earth, carried the mutating virus B-23. 
B-23 causes bright red buboes and 
_luminescent sores erupt human 
flesh, prelude violent sexual con- 
vulsions and almost certain death. But 
this just the preliminary nastiness. The 
seems have metaphysical potency 
causes people switch identities 


tists, and cuts great rifts the fabric 
Space and time. 

This sounds like science fiction, and 
is. social outcast and literary outlaw, 
Burroughs has found home the ghet- 
toized genres science fiction, mysteries, 
Westerns, adventures, and pornography. 
The strict conventions these aberrant 
forms, applied his psychedelic vision, 
give the novel whatever cohesion at- 
tains. The detective story, for instance, 

enters with Clem Snide, hardboiled 
“gumshoe who uses psychic powers and 
sexual magic solve his cases. Snide isn’t 
the most successful sleuths; when 
cracks missing-person case, the quarry 
turns missing its head. His in-

vestigations quickly melt, under the dis- 
torting effects Burroughs’s hopped-up 
pen, into the 18th-century picaresque 
saga Noah Blake, young gunsmith 
from Boston who kidnaped pirates 
(with several nods Robert Louis 
Stevenson) and spirited the never- 
never land Libertatia. Here Blake, the 
perfect innocent abroad, soon plunges 
eagerly into the daily routine sorcery, 
ritual execution, sexual perversion, head 
transplants, and other lowlife 
Meanwhile, there appears folding time 
machine that eventually transports the 
entire cast the ancient cities the Red 
Night. These cities are repositories 


sacred wisdom, comically deformed. 


Planned parenthood, for example, in- 
volves-selecting your future parents and 
then killing yourself (preferably hang- 
ing) while they copulate, thus ensuring 
reincarnation into the lucky mother’s 
womb. Within the cities’ confines swarms 
grotesque gaggle geeks, creeps, 
kooks, crooks, and other walking car- 
toons, with names like Cupid Mount Et- 
na, Rubble Blood Pu, and Blandish Wasp. 
They robustly bugger and slaughter one 
another, finally joining with the rest 
humanity uproarious war end all 
wars: “Pancho men shoot down 
helicopter from Operation Intercept. 
army Chinese waiters charge out 
falsé-front chop-suey joint with meat

cleavers, screaming ‘Fluck you!’ ‘Fluck 
youl’ ‘Fluck you!’ They reduce narcs and 
Mafiosi hamburger. Poison darts from 
Indian blowguns wipe out Klan rally. 
Nigger-killing Southern lawmen are 
hacked pieces naked Scythians 

This trans-temporal pandemonium, 
surely unparalleled modern fiction, 
still retains logical direction; not all 
Burroughs’s book linearly inclined. 
Now and then the narrative bursts into 
prose. The literary equivalent 
mulligan stew, this device involves 
chopping sentences into their component 
parts and then shuffling the shreds into 
new formations that, least according 
theory, provide access levels 
aesthetic experience denied the 
traditional narrative: sigh har- 
monica flags the sad golden wash 
the sunset singing fish luminous sky 
fresh smell damp The effects 
dislocated language can hauntingly 
beautiful, this passage demonstrates. 
Burroughs has eye, conscious 
always colors and qualities light; 
combined with his freakish imagery, 
are reminded Pieter Brueghel 
Hieronymus Bosch (Brueghel’s 
“Triumph adorns the book 
jacket). Like those painters, Burroughs 
works two dimensions: moves his 
characters, devoid emotion effective 


reason, through series always 
beautiful, increasingly bizarre, static 
poses. When the novel threatens break 
down into brilliant lapidarian surfaces, 
the natural buoyancy literary sub- 
genres comes his rescue. There 
better remedy for artistic stuffiness than 
some squirting semen gushing blood, 
bout extraterrestrial warfare. 
This pathological marriage beauty 
and death leaves the reader with acute 
moral headache. Despite the in- 
tense modernism, are cast back into 
archaic world where evil real, palpable, 
and contagious viral infection. 
This view underscored 
invocation, which Cities the Red 
Night dedicated the Ancient 
howling host demons such 
Humwawa, Lord Abominations, and 
Pazuzu, Lord Fevers and Plagues. 
What, wonder, Burroughs’s inten- 
stated elsewhere that “the purpose 
writings expose and arrest Nova 
Criminals. Naked Lunch, Soft 
Machine and Nova Express show who 
they are and what they are doing and 
what they will they are not arrested 
... with your help can occupy the 
Reality Studio and retake their universe 


Fear Death and Monopoly.” 


missionary zeal seems powered un- 


putrefaction, the pirate escapades, the 
pumping penises smack strongly 
teenage power fantasies. It’s not difficult 
picture Burroughs adapting Peter Pan 
for the Theater the Perverse. 
reduces esotericism applied psy- 
chopathy. universe, women are 
reviled, raped, enslaved. Sex and death 
are everywhere equated, and the symp- 
toms Virus B-23 are explicitly likened 
the signs love (fevers, rashes, sexual 
frenzies). Virus B-23, mutates into 
the secondary forms Gambling Fever, 
Black Hate Fever, Killing Fever, and the 
Money Fever, becomes blatant 
metaphor for the human condition. This 
malignant vision, like seeing the world 
through mud-colored glasses, triggers 
the reader first fascination, and then dis- 
gust. Perhaps the intention 
all along that, the gap between pop- 
eyed voyeurism and horrified aversion, 
moral force might enter. 

Like the final books many writers, 
Cities the Red Night honeycombed 
with allusions the total work. 
Characters from other novels make 
cameo appearances. Chinese scout 
named Yen Lee (an echo “William 
Lee,” Burroughs’s nom plume for 
Junky) enjoys reading American 
Beat Burroughs himself appears 
late the book, incarnated Audrey 
Carsons, who typewriter his 
attic room, his back the 
writing the earlier chapters. 
Coupled with this incestuous interplay 
are references other books that share 
Burroughs’s passion for alternative 
realities: The Magus, Don 
Juan books, The Time Machine (quoted 
length). looks though Burroughs 
were feeling for his resting place among 
the luminaries. And where does Cities 
the Red Night place him? novel, 
bewitching dead end, Finnegans Wake 
acid, extreme its structural and 
ethical dissolution that leaves room 
for would-be apprentices explore. 
satire succeeds rather well, depending 
your disposition. The same arguments 
that are made about pornography apply 
here: though Cities the Red Night may 
incite some mayhem, will make most 
fall love with our remaining vir- 
tues. suggest you buy this book, read it.

There’s doubt, though, that Fallen 
Angel shamelessly exploited our emo- 
tions, much like those Our Little Nell 
the silent film era (of course, 
the theme the child-as-innocent vic- 
timized wicked, predatory adults long 
predates World War I).

here are only four works Ralph 
Helmick’s one-man show the 
Donnelly and Stux Gallery 
(through March 21). But these four pieces 
make the most substantial and pleas- 
ing show sculpture seen Bos- 
ton gallery since David last 
exhibit about year ago. 

Each Helmick’s new pieces 
tower built unfinished lumber. These 
works may represent conscious effort 
contradict the minimalist precept that 
sculpture and architecture are radically 
incompatible, but there more them 
than the statement aesthetic posi- 
tion. Beginning with obelisk 
shape, Helmick has developed many 
different kinds complexity could 
get into four objects. The most complex 
piece visually perhaps the simplest 
conceptual terms just stack many 
flat wood fragments from dismantled 
earlier sculpture. The details its struc- 
ture are clearly the product improvi- 
sation, picking one piece, then 
another, and another, and fitting them 
loosely into rising, tiered pile. 

Adjacent this piece another, and 
that one has insinuatingly undulant 
structure. wavy tower, utterly reg- 
ular structure, that begins make ex- 
plicit the phallic and figural suggestion 
the obelisk shape. The third piece 
tower that bends forward gracefully and 
extends long tongue wood toward the 
spectator the way frog snags fly. 
Around the base little picket 
fence whose slats curve very unwood- 
enly conform the bow. 

The centerpiece the show, though, 
work titled, Needs Home.” 
This upright, regular obelisk 
platform with wheels (recalling David 
wheeled works). sits teetering 
the end short wooden track 
fastened sloping wooden ties, 
arrested the process careening 
toward you, and the verge 
roll again.

Hell for Leather Cavalry Charge War. 
Recreational War. 

Brown understands male fantasies 
he’s spent his life living one after another. 
has been commando Southeast 
Asia, private eye, lumberjack, para- 
medic disaster relief (Peru, earth- 
quake), and foreign correspondent. The 
only one missed was running Rick’s 
American Cafe Casablanca. 

started the magazine quarterly 
the summer 1975, and his timing 
was fortuitous. Vietnam had fallen, and 
with American prestige. The country 
was flooded with angry and frustrated 
veterans who felt that they had been 
shoved into war they were not allowed 
win. They felt betrayed liberals, 
sneaky politicians, weak and spoiled 
American public who knew?

The miserable fates the Americans 
and the denunciations discourage 
the readers SOF; just encouraged 
them. proved, dern, that this here 
magazine was the real McCoy read 
real mercenaries, men action, profes- 
sional adventurers, who operated the 
shadowy world international intrigue, 
espionage, guerrilla war, midnight raids, 
and big money, world infinitely more 
appealing than offices, factories, and un- 
employment lines. 

Circulation soared from 5000 nearly 
200,000, and the quarterly became 
monthly. 

The staff prides itself 
being and and there are 
often SOF articles showing Brown and 
his writers rattling about jeeps and 
APCs somewhere southern Africa 
Zimbabwe Afghanistan, dressed the 
nines camouflage uniforms, berets, and 
boots, carrying favorite weapons, and 
scoping the bush for The cap- 
tions, product-conscious descriptions 
the apparel and accouter- 
ments, often read like military version 
Vogue carries stainless Ru- 
ger Mini-14 and Pachmayr combat cus- 
tomized Colt Invariably, 
items used staff operations are adver- 
tised the magazine, and readers snap 
them (along with SOF belt buckles, 
SOF berets, SOF posters and SOF 
shirts) for the vicarious thrill owner- 
ship. 


Although immensely successfui, 


Soldier Fortune longer has the field 
itself. With the new year came two 
other magazines devoted the merce- 
nary fantasy: Eagle (‘‘Adventure Sur- 
vival and Gung maga- 
zine for the international military man’’). 
Both carry the same sensationalized ar- 
ticles (‘‘Africa 
Now!” Alive Savagery An- 
that SOF does, and ob- 
viously shooting for the same audience. 
Gung Ho, however, seems have made 
critical error the introductory editorial 
explaining why the magazine was 
launched: “You'll find pretty straight 
forward .... not out save hu- 
manity (or) kill off communism with 
Gung We're for the 
money.” 

This honest but cynical attitude 
sit well with the unabashed patriotic, 
jingoistic, and romantic attitudes toward 
war that most target readers have. they 
reading the magazine for the pur- 


pose learning how fight terrorism 
and communism, then they must look- 
find cheap thrill the violence 
and get off the adventures others. 
going admit that? 

Eagle, however, knows just what 
doing. Besides the usual reports wars 
and mercenary activities around the 
world, includes weapon reviews and 
combat tips bid for the lucrative Sur- 
vivalist market; currently the hottest fad 
the paranoid fringe. Name your 
disaster: nuclear war; total economic col- 
lapse; race war; civil disruptions; riot- 
ing; hungry hordes soft, dependent 
Americans emasculated and dependent 
their Cuisinarts, water beds, washer- 
dryers, discos, drugs, and supermarkets, 
and left desperate and doomed the 
coming Big Crunch. There whole 
subculture America buying freeze- 
dried food, gold, coins, and guns and 
building shelters prepare for the 
coming storm.

and that the hip bite today’s R&B 
studio sophistication, New York City’s 
pick-up bands, and the improvising 
hands disco DJs. The R&B tour today 
sterile rock tours were after 1970, 
when battleship bands like Grand Funk, 
Top, Aerosmith, and Black Sabbath 
used what zap was left blues ex- 
ploitations.

Two things, though, ought have kept the 
band off the bandwagon. First, unlike most power- 
pop groups, who popped full-grown out their 
labels’ foreheads, the Shoes had history the 
reclusive adolescent geniuses Zion, who 
seldom ever performed live but had recorded not 
one but clutch homemade albums before re- 
leasing one, Black Vinyl Shoes, their own and 
catching the ear all-time pop aficionado Billy 
Altman. Altman’s subsequent piece got the band 
noticed Elektra and finally resulted Present 
Tense. Second, and more important, another basic 
argument against power poppers that the ‘60s 
music they drew was innocent and they 
which made them venal didn’t apply 
the Shoes’ case: sitting their basement, they ap- 
peared have completely missed the previous 
years. Even their most dewy-eyed cliches were in- 
fused with breathtaking sincerity. Now that rock 
general has rediscovered avant-garde irony for 
the 50th time, and power pop has turned out 
only the between-acts entertainment while Gary 
Numan changed costumes backstage, that at- 
tribute looks more valuable through simple 
scarcity. 

This brought into relief the band’s new 
album, Tongue Twister. isn’t quite the startling 
achievement that Present Tense was, coming fully 
wrought from bunch complete unknowns 
the more intricately airborne filigrees acoustic 
and electric guitars, voices and instruments, are 
largely muted, replaced lot chunka-chunka 
few new sound effects, and harmonies 
that sound more solidly straightforward more 
earthbound. But hear this basic paring-down 
the Shoes’ musical approach, which turn 
adjunct further refinement their sensibility. 
Maybe it’s the change context, but this time out 
their innate teenage romanticism comes through 
much more purely, not just style but 
absolute, single-minded way life. Tongue 
Twister the most insistent argument for naivete 
virtue since Richard Lloyd’s Alchemy, and 
that, borrow phrase off Jon Pareles, it’s 
goofy it’s noble.

But 
within that frame, the band finds all sorts small 
details that feel true experience, and range 
emotional variations the theme sometimes 
more than small shift emphasis, tiny 
ambiguity that makes each interchangeable ro- 
mance sound new. The Shoes’ resigned accepting 
that life can’t ever what they want makes 
them not much losers simply outsiders and 
naturally parallels their themselves 
alien the musical mainstream well; their deep-

telling, but from the amount invention, care, 
and skill they bring telling it. every cut, 
there’s near-palpable enthusiasm for the 
dynamics layered guitars, voices, and rhythm, 
for the sheer profusion sound available nail 
down any mood. they’re not power pop, 
still capable wearing the boast Keyboards 
their sleeve and then creating perfect piano-and- 
synthesized guitars make good it. 

Because it’s completely extrapolated from 
rock roll past, Tongue Twister feels less like 
record its own right than like ultimate tribute 
to, and of, fandom. But keep around for the 
inevitable moment, years from now, when some- 
one asks whether anybody ever really believed 
any that stuff; and the one non-love song 
here may come useful sooner than that. Called

Doonesbury 
putedly the best thing happen 
the funny pages years.

Well, relevance, and 
there’s relevance; and there are 
quick studies and hasty judg- 
ments. Phil Frank’s Travels with 
Farley, comprising comic strips 
culled from the newspaper 
feature Frank has syndicated in- 
dependently since 1975, invites 
dismissal. Frank, like Broom- 
hilda artist Russell Myers, found 
his first commercial niche draw- 
ing for Hallmark cards, and his 
style retains slick lack imag- 
ination that fits right with that 
sense graphics and humor. 
Travels with Farley looks like 
dedicated commercial effort, 
something your average Neil Dia- 
mond fan might clip out the 
local gazette and post the re- 
frigerator door next the Jack-a- 
lope postcard. Presented with 
Farley daily form, 
one might well ignore it, but read- 
ing anthology something 
little more adult comes through. 

Farley deadpan pundit. The 
character roams and rambles the 
length and breadth this great 
land ours, sideswiping con- 
temporary types and issues along 
the way. behalf his creator, 
Farley exercises grudges against 
the post office, nuclear power, tax 
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shelters, gas-station mechanics, 
and big business. But repeat, 
does this along the way. 
lampooning, primarily the 
broad and bemused variety, 
well mixed with softer stuff 
and recurring cast support- 
ing characters (including three 
feckless National Parks bears and 
hilltop guru) that Frank has wo- 
ven and rewoven into his trave- 
logue over the years. 

Travels with Farley decep- 
tive from both directions. 
appears simple and obvious 
stuff, yet its hero lives with his 
Frisco girlfriend and indulges 
occasional romantic fling while 
the road behavior well out- 
side the clean-cut tradition the 
“funny” funnies. the other 
hand, the strip times aspires 
Doonesbury-like commentary, 
only fall flat and land smack 
back the middle the road. 

That consults the headlines 
(large and small) for topics (hard 
and soft) gives credence 
Frank’s good intentions, but 
frankly his best gags are more 
absurdist than pointed. Farley 
helps old man with failing eye- 
sight read bumper sticker: 
says, ‘Be alert.’ Old 
what the world needs more 
Farley drives along eval- 
uating hitchhikers: that one 

got big dog. Not 
doesn’t look interesting 
And finally, that one ... 
passes Arab wearing banjo 
and standing next penguin 
and suitcase marked Walla 
Walla. Well, you can see taste 
cartoon humor changed.
